Englibh Poutics ha70 na ominous 
quiet ftboot thom just now, aud niembera 
of Parliaments in their out-of-door 
speecbeSii aToid as far as possible dwell-, 
ing upoQ any of the groat quostiona of tliB 
day. Snfficient however, oozes out to 
lead a close observer to th'.- corjclusiou 
that affairs on the coutineut are crciUinf; 
an uneasy feeling in England. Mr. Lowe 
with bis ingenioQS budget is evidently 
clearing the decks for a possible increase 
in the income tax, and.there seems to be a 
tacit nnderstanding that events might 
occor requiring the excercise of that 
stern partriotism for which Englishmen' 
are pre-eminently remarkable when the 
critical moment arrives. Lord Stanley 
has been receiving a scolding for speaks 
ing loo plainly iibout poor little Belgium, 
forsbadowiiig tho possible abandotiojent 
of that kingdom when France niukus up 
her mind to swallow it np. Perimps his 
Lordship was a little proraiituro, bill there 
is nothing like propiifing the iiubUe for 
'■coojiiig events." It is stated that vol- 
untary enlistment is not sudieient to fill 
the ranks in the army, a rather note- 
worthy o[)iiiioii wbieb we have not heard 
expressed tor a very long period; if the 
impression was not very Blroni,'ly iniirhed 
on tho minds of those expressing theiii- 
Helves so, that an urgent need may soon 
occur for tho rapid eurollinenl of soldiers, 
Bucb an idea in a uon«military country 
like England would be treated as absurd. 
It is vaguely hinted that England is not 
now so safe as she was formerly behind her 
wooden walls, sin ce tho introduetioa of 
steam, aud armour-plating on the ships^ 
bas ueutrali.-ed her old advantngo from 
the daring seamans shi[) of bur jolly tars. 
The national feeling is utidoubtedly loav>- 
ing the point of weak sul)rvi\ioncy, cxhib>> 
ited a short time ago, iu the desire to ac- 
commodate English policy to suit foreign 
views. The tone of the press is more 
Btreigbtforward and manly; for instanoi-, 
on the subject of the Alabama eluic s and 
matters pertaining to the Uuited vStates; 
the language ia certainly not favorable to 
any more trifling with that country, so 
that if General Grant or his Government 
desire a rupture they can have it. Frunee 
ia, for *Aie first time in her history, iu a 
Btate of ferment about her elections; 
hitherto it was so well understood 
that the Imperial nominees must go 
In, that people did not give 
themselves any trouble about the 
matter. Now, ho;«vever, the reci- 
procity in fashions vfrhicb exists between 
Eagland kni Franco by wbloh Baglisb 
women adopt French fashions and 
Frenohmen English habits, baa mado 
parliamentary lilo in Paris tho mode, 
bonco there is a great probability Ibat 
the oppoeition will have a largo acoes- 
Bion to its ranks, alihougb it cannot 
under any circuinsiances do more than 
harass tho Governnnont. If thero is 
any truth in omens, Eranco is on the 
point of going to war, because ail tliu 
semi-oEDeiul press is intrusted to jreacli 
peace. Everything pertaining to mili- 
tary or naval afianr. seems to t)e in the 
most efficient etnto. Tho Prussiara 
papers are vciy industrious'}' oecnpied 
in trying to throw cold water on tlie 
rnmored alliance between Franco, iluly 
and Austria. They aro proving con- 
clusively, to tbeir own Batisfaeiion uL 
least, thai Italy must bo a great loser 
in attaching borsolf to tho Imperial 
cause, wbero:!8 by following the for- 
tunes of the Prussians, sho would, of 
ooarse, be a ooDsiderable gainer. Un-i 
fortnoately for Bismarck, theso argu- 
ments are not likely to be eflectivo in 
detaching the Italians from France. 
Austria is coaxed, jeered at and bullied 
by turns. She is praised for tho liberal 
obaOKCs in her system of government ; 
jeered at for remodeling her army, and 
threatened with the direst calamities if 
he allies berseli to the traditional foe of 
the fatherland. Baron Boust is nevur-^ 
helcBs taking every precaution to place 
*'o country in a condition to hold her 
own in case of any hostilities between 
Prussia and Franco. Tho Spanish 
Government is astonishing tho wrld 
by its tenacity to life ; torn as it is by 
BO many factions holding views ho much 
at vurianco, it is allowed to exist till 
one of tho parties is BuOioiently powei'. 
ful to BOt tho rest at defiaaco. The 
Only Bubjoot on which there is ii'iy 
unanimity is tbo dotormiuiition not to 
part with Cuba. Spain will never relax 
her grasp on iho Island while slio 
eX' IB Bs a nation. Tho thirst tor thu 
acquisition of territory ia as slrong in 
tho EuBsian mind to-day, as it, was in 
tbo doys of Peter and Oulherine ; and 
probably no part ot the world is no 
inaob coveted by the C'/ar as tho B; i> 
tisb Indian Empire. To reach th» 
borders of tbat rich country, Bussiu 
bas thrown away voat buijib of naonoy 
lind namberjeB^ lifes in making A nm-> 



bor of wortbloss conquests at Bokhara 
and ia the surrouudiu^ potty nalionuli- 
ties, and sbo is now close upon Herat. 
Of courio tho British Government is 
on Ibo alert and doing all that is poH- 
aiblo to counteract tbo wily Eussiun 
policy. India will yot form a great 
bono of contention.
